Michael Prendeiigut, private in 

the army at Manila, writing to the 
Irish World of New York, says 
that the gallows is not halt severe 
eootigh for some of Unde Sam's 
soldiers, In his letter he describes 
some of the most liorril)le desecra- 
tions of the churches and tombs of 
the dead at Manila. He says: "Vil- 
lages and churches are in tuins as 
the result of our cannonading. One 
church presented a scene such as I 
have never before seen or heard of. 
The United States troops found the 
church jnst tlie priest left, and 
so, when these devils got in. they 
completely demolished everything. 
/They took to pieces the statne of the 
Blessed Virgin, be.sides the statues 
of other saints.

Not satisfied 
with this, they then trampled upon 
them. They then put on the priest's 
vestments and marched into the 
camp in a mocking manner. They 
went into the vaults of the church 
and, after breaking them open, 
threw the bodies in all directions, 
in the search for jewelry and other 
valuables. ' Is it any wonder that 
the Philippines are making such 
desperate resistance against Mc- 
Kinley's "benevolent assimilation" 
when their most sacred feelings are 
outraged by such acts of vandalism 
and deviltry? The Turk in Armenia 
or the ,\pachc in .\ra/oi!a never 
committed such acts as the above.

Not long 
ago Bishop Theil, of Costa Rica, while 
in New York, accepted the invitation of 
the Lasariat Fathers to visit them and 
■peed two wecka at the college. The 
hospitality which he received from the 
goo<l priests he did not forget. From St. 
John's College the Hisliop went to Rome. 
Here he obtaine<l possession of the Irca.s- 
ure and sent it to the I.a/arist Fathers in 
recognition of their courtesy. 

The priests have had the photograph 
enlarged, and they will see to the placing 
of the enlarged copy in the chapel of the 
Holy .\gony, which will thus become a 
place of pilgrimage for good Catholica 
from all directions.

cate piece of linen, ( Inly once has this 
holy relic been photographed. Two 
plates were taken. 

.\parl from the religious value attach- 
iiij» to it as the shroud that actually en- 
j veloped tbe body of the crucified Savior, 
{the winding aheet ia regarded with 
' es]Hcial nwe because, unmarred through 
(he louK centuries, it carries a compara- 
tively distinct reprfxluction of the face 
and bod\ of Christ. So tenderly has the 
cliun li jireserved t'lis precious si^n of its 
faith that the sharp lines of the tortured 
body, the imprint of the thin, delicate 
face and of tbe matted bair and beard 
are atill recognisable. Catholica beliere 
that the miraculous piece of linen will 
always retain the imprint of the aacred 

body it once eiiwrappeil , ami that its 
|>iiwer to Ileal the sick ami sutTerinx or to 
stmiiilite religious living will continue 
uniiuiMircd as long as the church shall 
last on earth. 

At preaent the original sheet, or sacred 
sindon, as it is called, ia preserved in a 
I treasury in a magnificent church in 
I Turin, Italy. It is guarded with as un- 
i failing vigilance as the vestal virgins 
' once exercised in keeping tbe sacreil fire 
burning. Now and then, twice or tbii<i- 
in a century, it in exhibited to the faith- 
{ ful with all churchly pomp. A journey 
to Turin, to the vicinity even of the relic, 
is for a Catholic one of the greateat acu 
of piety. 

But the reating place of the relic has 
not always been so secure. It has known 
vicissitudes, and its story is a long one. 
.\s told by the church, ita history is in 

brief as follow s: 

.\fter the winding sheet Iwi'l lieni 

cherished for a time by the disciples of 
Christ and thair aucecaaora, it was placed 
in a aanctuary at Jerusalem, where it 
would be to this day had the unbelievers 

not captured the city. \s it was, the 
Knights of Jerusalem took the relic to 
Cyprus, where it was kept undisturbed 
until the middle of the fourteenth cen- 
tury. Here C.odfrey de Charuy, a Chris- 
tian knight, placed tbe holy shroud for 
greater safety^ in hia cattle of Lerqr, ca- 
tabtiahing a college and monastery of 
canona. Many years after — the church 
gives the date as March 22, 14S8 — Mar- 
garet, a niece of the good Knight God- 
frey, gave the relic to Kouis, Duke of 
Saxony, who took it to Turin. At the 
aame'time the Duke caused coins and 
medala to be struck off, bearing an im- 
print of the ahett. 

Not long afterward there were religious 
distnrbancea in Turin which made the 
dty aaem an unsafe guardian of the sacred 
relic. So it was carried to Chambery. 
Here it met with its first misadventure. A 
fire broke out in the church where it was 
kept, slightly scorching ita folds. By 
miraculous intervention, as it seemed to 
tbe guardians of the aheet, thia acorching 
was limited to the bordcra and did not 
mar the outlines of the Savior's body. 

After this the relic was fre(|ueutly 
moved— to I'inerolo in 1470, to Vercelli 
in 1494, to Nice in I'l.'f.s and back to 
Turin in I'uS. This last move was made 
by order of Duke Emmanuel Pilibert, 
who wished to shorten the journey nec- 
eaaiary in order to venerate the relic. 
During the sicg* of Turin, 1706, the relic 
was smuggled out of tbe city by a body 
of devout priests and concealed in (lenoa. 
Later it w.as returned to Turin, where it 
has reniai lu il ever since. 

Six times during the i)reseut century 
have followers of the church l>een ble«se«l 
with a sight of the sacred aindon. On 
the first two occaaiona the cshibitiona 
were private and for the benefit of Pope 
Piua VIL The Pope stopped at Turin 
while on hia way to I-°rance to attend the 
coronation of Na[>oleon 1. and saw the 
shroud for the first time. He visited it 
again, which was an evidence of extreme 
piety, while on his way back to his statea 
in triumph ia 1816. 

WbM Chartea Felix began hia reign 
the rtUc waa ezpoaed to view for the 
third time. It waa again aeeu at the 
wedding of the Crown Prince, Victor 
Emmanuel II., and later, in IKilH, at the 
wedding of Crown rriiice Humbert I. 
The last occasion wa^ a year ago. I'rom 
May 25 to June 2, 18i)8, it was seen in 
connection with the Exposition of Sacred 
Art and Catholic Works and Miwiona. 

It was during this laat exposition that 
the Pope granted permiaaion to photo- 
graph the wonderful relic. The result 
was awaited with intense eagerness by 
the whole Catholic world. Two powerful 
electric reflectors were used. The ex- 
posure was eighteen minutes. During 
this time n l)ody of church dignitaries,

Though that fond mother may long 
since have been laid away in the silent 
grave, and the cold clo<ls of the earth lie 
mouldering over her decaying form, yet 
her influence Uvea, and it will live for- 
ever, throwing ita ailent charm around 
the rugged scenes of life, elevating the 
soul to nobler aspirations ami more e.\- 
.iltcd motives; it hovers around the infant 
couch and breathes its silent ]H)wer over 
the child; it lingers around hiui like a 
spirit of the dead, thn^ugh all the rough 
paths of life, and if ever a goardin aagal 
is permitted to visit aartb and watdi over 
the loved onea left behind, it ia the saint- 
ed spirit of an affectionate mother ever 
hovering near with fond delight and 
clinging love, to guide the w:iyward steps 
III the paths of duly and point the way 
to heaven. Who so fondly as a mother 
could cherish her infant blossom and 
watch beaide our infant couch by night 
and by day with toilless vigilance, and 
whose ear was first to catch the alighteat 
sound at pleasure or grief? Who antici- 
pated our every w.mt, and who sixithed 
(uir little hearts when they were sad? 
Who but a fond mother fint teqght us to 
lisp the prayer, 

"Our Father, who art in heaven?" 
.\tid who told us of Cod, of heaven, anil 
directe<l our youthful steps in the ways 
of truth and virtue? When siiflering upon 
a bed of pain and languishing disease, 
who so well as a mother can smooth the 
aching breast and cool the fevered brow 
or smooth the dying pillow and catch the 
laat faint whisper ere the sool takes its 
eternal flight to the spirit world?

OYBROME HUNDRED PRIESTS PRESENT 



In the magnificence and inipressiveness 
with which the ceremonial was invested, 
the toacbing and thrilling words utteted 
by the prwchcr, the contecntion and 
Mitbronemeiit of Rer. Moosigiinr Oaffney 
aa Bishop of Meatta at MalUagar Oatbe- 
(Iral vividly rtralUd the sanctity and the 
glory of the sctiool of Clonard, estab- 
lished by St. I'imiian, the patron of the 
See, close on fifteen centuries ago, saj'S 
the Dublin Independent in its excellent 
report of the conaecration. The aolemn 
ceremony waa w apwMlbIs for bringing 
into the town latft contiagtatt from all 
parts of the dioceae. Prom Caran, Dub- 
lin and otJier outside districts vast num- 
bers atteiidetl. The riti- in tin- church 
was witnessed by acrowde<l conKrenation. 
The grandeur, beauty, harmony and sug- 
g aa tf T e n eta of the ritual prescribed for 
each occaaiona can properly be appre- 
ciated only by witncaaing the impoaing 
pageant. A conception of the attractive- 
ness of the investiture of a bishop will be 
readily gathered from tlu- fact that tlu- 
ceremonial is the moat elaborate of the 
many functiona ordaintd by the ritoal of 
the Catholic church. 

Hia Bminence Cardinal Logue was the 
cottaecrating preUte. He waa aaaiated by 
Biabop O'Dounellof Raphoe, and Biahop 
o'Dohertyof Derry. The other prelates 
wi re: Bishop Owens, of Clonher; Bishop 
Ma>4t-'iiiis, iif Kilmore; Hishop I'olcy, of 
Kildare ami l.eixhlin; Hishop Donelan, 
of Canea; Bishop Browne, of Cloyne; 
Biahop Callaghan, of Cork; Bishop 
O'Dwyer, uf Limerick; Biahop McRed- 
mond, of KilUloe; Biabop McConnack, ! 
of Galway; Biahop Lyater, of Ancbonry ; 
Bishop Clancy, of Blphin; Biabop Con- 
ney, of Killala; BMbop Hcaly, of Clon- 
fert. Over one hundred clerKyim-n at- 
tended. High mass and consecration 
commenced at II o'clock. Practically 
the first step in the ceremony was the 
reading of the Apoatolic commiaaion. 
This and all the other main fcaturta of 
the highly symbolic function were fol- 
lowed with interested reverence. The 
entire ceremony occupied over three 
hours, fifty minutes of which were de- 
voted to his sermon by Rev. Roljert 
Kane, S. J. 

The new bishop waa born in 1840 at 
Moont Nngent, County Csvan. At the 
age of fifteen be entsred Msynootta. In 
the study of theology, scripture and 
canon law he acquitted himself with con- 
spicuous ability. At the n\inlM)yne estab- 
li>lin!ent he won the l)niit)oyne solus, 
the highest honor conferred there at the 
time. After his ordination in IW3 he 
was appointed Preaident of St Mary's 
College, Mullingar. H« tabaaqnently 
acted for a period of fifteen yeara as cur- 
ate of Tullamore. In 1882 he was given 
the pastoral char^je of Clara. He was 
appointed Vicar-Ceneral of the Diocese 
in I89.'{, and two years later the title of 
Domestic Prelate to His Holiness was 
beatowed on him. He enjoyathe distinc- 
tioB of being the firat Fnsideat of the 
Msyaootb Union. 

At the communion Rev. R. Kane, 8. J., 
ascended the pulpit and preached the 
consecrating sermon. The sermon was 
delivered in the very t>est style, and the 
eminent Jeauit preacher, exjiounded 
with power and eloquence the main prin- 
ciples embodied in bia discourse. He set 
out by givingsbrisf outline of old Rome, 
pointing out that when tbst dtr was at 
the very highest pinnacle of her material 
power, and in the very fullest blaze of 
her intelleetna! sueeess, I'eter appeared. 
While old Rome jK-rseeuled the church 
the new Roman Kmperor patroiii/eil lu r — 
the crgaa glittered on the capiul and 
Peter ist on Cseisr'a ttaiooe. He re- 
Tiewed in s few vigoraas ssntsaoos the 
revolt of rationaliam againat tbe faith in 
the sixteenth century. Coming to mod- 
ern thought of the dawning of the twen- 
tieth century, he said there was much in 
it that was as threadbare as the worn-out 
themes of ancient days. It hypnotized 
tbe Catholic heart that waa not on its 
guard. On tbe other band there was 
amongat tbe Catbolica, aapedally those 
of the quick-witted and high-aonled Cdtic 
race, an intense eagerness to understand 
the truths of their religion whilst enjoy- 
ing the lasting advanUgaa of aoodem 
science and learning. 

In explicit and attractive language he 
repeated tbe meaning of tbe dirinc office 
of Mabop, deacrlMnit tbe craaier as the 
symbol of apoatolic authority, and the 
ring as the symtwl of apoatolic love. The 
Bishop stooil I>etween C.od and man. 
The church as represented by the Bishop ' 
had a right to claim uiujuestioning a.ssent 
to her doctrine and unswerving obedience 
to her law. In matters material the 
cbnrch repudiated all power, yet when 
msttan awtarlal— civil, aodal, or political 
— were practically identical with morality, 
the church had jurisdiction, not becauae 
lliese matters were material, but because 
they bad become spiritual. A Bishop's 
power was not human, but divine. 

To deny tbe ngbt of tbe Biahop to rule 
would be to revive in modem form tbe 
Pagan aatioa of old Rome, to rabmit tbe 
authority of the Bishop to tbe State 
wo'jid be to adopt in our days the privi- 
lege of Henry IV. of Oemiany and of 
rieniy of Kngland. To fii the 

juriadiction of the Bishop by the opinion 
of the preaa or tbe will of tbe peojde 



would be to attempt again to faring tbe 
miaaiott of tbe Holy Gboat before tbe 
bar of Martin Luther's private judgment 
He drew an inapiring picture of the 
growth and triumph of the Catholic 
Church. Iler tr)unii)li in Irelaml was 
due to the love iIi.tI dwelt in the hearts 
of the people 

After a short and appreciative sketch of 
the new Bishop's prieatly virtnaa and 
scholarly attainments tbe reverend 
prasdier in bis condnding remsrka asid: 
— "It it the dearest wish of your Bishop 
that the clouds that threw some years 
ago such a shadow over Meath, as in the 
gloom to let opinions clash, with loss of 
love, may, .i^ iluy have now passed, 
never more return, but that the hearts of 
Meath may l>ow in loving allegiance be- 
neath their Sbepberd'a atalT, becsnae 
tbey know that tbe baud which wielda it 
wean the Biabop'a ring." 

The nations that speak the tongue we 
speak were stretching forth their hands 
from across tbe seas, and if those hands 
be atrongly claspe<l they may hold the 
empire of the earth. In that new world, 
wider than our own, the influence of the 
Celtic raos mast dsdds bow far Catholic 
truth sad lots Shsn triumph, and how 
tbatCskle iailuence shall be used de- 
pends much upon the people and priests 
of Mcalb. 

At ;< o'clock there was a presentation 
of addresses to his Imminence Cardinal 
Logue and the Moat Rev. Dr. Gaffney in 
the lecture hall. There was s IsffS sad 
reprsssatstivs sttsndsace. 

Tbe sddreas to nis Bmiaenee from tbe 
priests of the diocese, read by Rev. Mnn- 
signor Gaughran, offered to his Immi- 
nence a triple tril)ute of respect, homage 
and gratitude, and declared their loyalty, 
affection and attachment to the Holy See. 

Humor was the chief chancteriatic of 
his Eminenoe'a reply. Hs firat related 
that the rights of the country bad never 
been betrayed by tbe Primate of Armagh. 
When an English monarch first came to 
Ireland to civili/.e them and make Chris- 
tians of the sons of St. Patrick there was 
an assembly of the Bishops, who, yield- 
ing to the obedience of what they be- 
lieved the authority of the Pope, sub- 
mitted to that conquest, but, sdded tbe 
Cardinal, with a qtoiet gleam of pride in 
his eye, the Primate of Armagh was not 
there. If there were a similar act to be 
gone through now you would not find 
the Trimate there eilhei . The )irelate his 
Kminence had consecrated that day was 
in every way worthy of his pre<leces.sors. 
"Any of the other prelatca could have 
conaecreted bim aa well ss I," obse r ved 
theCsrdinsl. "And I know a number 
of them think they could consecrate him 
better, more gracefully, anrl make a more 
>6iposing appearance than a poor little 
waif from tbe mountains of Donegal." 
Having applied the adjective "young" to 
Dr. Odiney, he afterwarda, to tbe great 
amaseaisat of tbe sadieaoe, snbstitatsd 
the worda "aew Bishop." 

Replying to an address from the peo- 
ple of Mullingar, his Kminence said the 
town had been always a center of faith, 
piety and patriotism. The persecution 
of Irish Catholics was not yet at an end. 
The number of Catholics appointed to 
public offices were even fewer than ripe 
grapes in s well gleaned vintage. He 
believed an Irishman got juatice every- 
where outaide his own country. The 
reason allege<l for the persecution he had 
alluded til was that they were all savages 
and iiueiiucated. Referring lo a .state- 
ment recently made that a Catholic could 
not be found in Ireland aufficiently edu- 
cated to be made Preaident of Galway 
Uueeu'a CoUsge, be aaid that was impos- 
ing on tbe credulity of the people. They 
were ruled by a few Orangemen in the 
North of Ireland. Whatever thev wante<l 
was law, and when a law was made that 
promised relief it was administered in 
such a way that it did the work of the 
Oraqgeawa sa well. Some of the bright- 
est iatSllscts of IrSlsad, sad he may aay 
the world, were allowed to vegetate, to 
simmer, to grow old and die out for want 
of the opportunity- of cultivation, al- 
though they paid more than their share 
of taxes. It was all moonshine to tell 
them that Catholics could avail of Trin- 
ity College. The remedy now lay with 
the people of Irelsad. There abonld be 
an end put totbe (actioas ia which ths 
country was broksn np. "I have a 
theory of my own. I think we must 
drop these jjarticular (|uestions an<l go 
in straight for the control of our own af- 
fairs here in Ireland. I think that is the 
way to meet it. The County Councils 
would put an end to tbe ostracism of 
Catbolica tbst had beeq joing on aa long 
aa h* rsnsmbsrsd. At ths ssme time 
be wished tbey would do full justice to 
ProteatanU. Tbsy wanted no Catholic 
ascendancy ao asf* than • ProtSStsat as- 
cendancy. 

Clo.se on twenty addresses were pre- 
sented to Most Rev. Dr. Gaffney. The 
principal addresses were from tbe priests 
of tbe dioceae, tbe pariaboacra of Mount- 
nugeat. Osfs, MnlUngsr, 8t ^^noent de 
Paul Sodety, Weatmspth and Meath 
County Cottudls, the national teachers of 
the diocese, religious .societies, confra- 
ternities, and several district councils. 
All the addresses congratulated his I/jrd- 
ship on his elevation to tbe See of Meath, 
and offered him loyal obsdisocs. Tbs 
County Council a d d r amsa rsgrsttad that 
clergymen were sniadsd from member- 
ship of tbcae bodiea. 

In the courae of bia replies and grateful 
acknowe<lguients to the various bixlies 
who hail presented the addresses. Most 
Rev. Dr. GafTney fondly cherished the 
hope that the differences which had af- 
fected the dioceae in tbe peat would be 
foqtottsn by all iafntaia ia ths aalveraal 
deaire to equip the diseesa with every 
requisite of intellectual and apiritual life. 
He highly eulogized the people of Clara 
for their munificent putjlic spirit and 
generosity. He felt greatly encouraged 
by the extremely wartu welcome he had 
received from the people of Mullingar. 
They could make or-aMT the future. Why 
ahould tbey mar it? Men would differ, 
and often booestly dMer, and in fcse auV 
jects there ought to I»e tolerance. He 
was glad that the people of Mullingar 
did not want the church disfranchised. 
He had taken for his episcopal motto — 
In l>omino confido— I trust in the Lord, 
and he did trust in the Lord that peace 
and unity and fraternity would be re- 
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eatsUiahsd on s aolid bsaia among them 
Irdsad hsd loat her righta ia tbe peat by 
warring elementa; abe waa loaing them 
at the present time; and any man who 

would foster di.s-sension was an enemy of 
his church and his country. There was 
much work to be done for (>o<l in that 
pariah, and to be wasting their time in 
faction waa a paralyais of thdr strength. 
Arising out of the addrcaaea from the re- 
ligions aodaHtica, be pointed out tbst 
St. Paul warned them againat diasanainaa, 
and cautioned them against thoae who 
would brook dissensions. He was a 
deadly enemy to foolish charity. He 
did not see the title of a atrong man or 
woman to travel the country and beg 
bread that another had earned. He 
never knew thebdd beggar oi tbe strssts 
or St the church door to be good Chris- 
tians. He knew them to be depraved bj* 
many licentious habits, and he raised his 
warning voice against such distributions. 
It was the duty of those who had means 
to employ labor; it was the duty of the 
charitable to aaaiat tbe indigent, seek 
them in thdr homes, rdlsvs their diatreas 
and leave the woowa ia ths atrscta on 
tramp with her trail of children to feel 
and understand that it was no part of the 
economy of nations or of the church to 
be ministering to such distress Dealing 
with the County Council addresses, he 
said it was only on felons, reliels or 
traiton that diaabilitiea ahould be in- 
flicted, bnt the deifr belonged to ndther 
claaa.

The 
ficrtwutfcofthe County Conndlawaato 
develop tbe country sad rsstorc it to 
freedom from the handa of the fflono])o- 
list or miser, who woidd leave it waste 
rather than utilise it for the public goo<l. 
He expressed the belief that they would 
help tbe Ministry in its every effort to 
edaont* the people to comfort the deserv- 
ing poor, sad to reform the erring with- 
out tbe degrsdstlon of tbe jdl. He 
made grateful allusion to the services of 
the teachers, placing Christian brothers 
tir-l, whose power anil ertii ieni Nol teach- 
iug had tendeil to liberalize anil deiiom- 
inationalize the National system and to 
make it tolerable. Nobody could deny 
tbe fiddity and loydty of the Board 
teacben to thdr prieata. It would be im- 
posaible to find an abaolute power such as 
that exercised in the past by the clerical 
managers of the national schools so little 
abused to the detriment of the teachers. 
There was no country in the world in 
which safkgaarda between managers and 
teachera were so unnecessary as in Ire- 
land. Nevertheless, they would be 
granted and enforced in that dioceae un- 
less withdrawn bjr the hlsnrdiy for wlae 
reasons.
